75-year-old artist 
puts finishing touches

Dorothy Piercy may have spent 
the last 12 months working on her 
most recent mural painting, but 
she feels she’s actually put all of 
her 75 years into it. 

“I think a lot of my life is in 
this mural, and I think a lot of the 
older people in town would have 
anecdotes about what's in it,” she 
Says. 

Ms. Piercy is the woman who 
painted the Main Street mural 
that hung in Ford’s Coffee Shop 
for the several decades before 
Ford’s became Starbucks. The 
mural she’s been working on for 
the past year is an updated ver- 
sion of the same scene.

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Oh baby, we’re a family —

t was after midnight and 
[beter Noga had just 
arrived at her hotel in Chi- 
na, when someone knocked on 


her door and introduced her 


to a stranger. 

That stranger was her 6- 
month-old daughter. Ms. Noga 
hasn’t stopped smiling since. 

Ms. Noga, a learning spe- 
Cialist at Bancroft School, and 
her husband, Robert, were 
two of the thousands of Amer- 
icans last year who adopted 
Chinese babies abandoned by 
their biological parents. 


Ms. Noga will be out of 


school until Jan. 27 to spend 
time with young Emma Grace 
Yajuan Noga, who spent her 
first holiday season in Ameri- 
ca last month. 

“Christmas was wonderful. 
It’s always different with a 
baby in the house. (Emma 
Grace) is a healthy, happy, 
people person. She loves a par- 
ty,” said Ms. Noga. 

Emma Grace must also love 
the attention she’s been get- 
ting at Bancroft Elementary. 
Ms. Noga said the children 
have sent plenty of cards. 

“She seems to have an 
extended family at the Ban- 
croft School. It takes me an 
hour to get in and out of the 
school because everyone has 
to come and hold her,” said 
Ms. Noga. “People have said 
that smile hasn't left my 
face.” 

Ms. Noga, 46, said one of the 
reasons she and Robert, 50, 
decided to use an agency to 
adopt a Chinese baby was 
because of her older brother’s 
experience. 

“He and his wife adopted a 
beautiful girl from China a 
few years ago,” she said. “I 
think people are having good 
experiences with the children 
they’re getting.” 

Older Americans who 
might have a more difficult 


time adopting an American 
baby typically have less diffi- 
culty bringing a Chinese girl 
into their family, said Ms. 
Noga. According to news 
reports, thousands of girls are 
abandoned each year in Chi- 
na, partly because of a Chi- 
nese preference for male chil- 
dren combined with the gov- 


ernment’s effort to keep many © 
families from having more | 


than one child. 

“They have a tremendous 
population problem,” said Ms. 
Noga. “Besides there being an 
ancient cultural preference 
for boys, there’s also a finan- 
cial problem. Traditionally, 
boys take care of their par- 
ents, so if parents can only 
have one child, they’re in a 
terrible position. I understand 
it’s even sort of a matter of 
pride to produce a boy.” 


The night they met 
She remembers the night 
they met. After flying into 


China, the Nogas and their 


small group of other parents- 
in-waiting arrived at their 
hotel after midnight. Because 
the children and their care- 
takers had been there since 3 
p.m., the anxious parents 
were told to go to their rooms, 
splash some water on their 
faces and get ready. 

Then, said Ms. Noga, “You 
heard, all the way down the 
hall, Knock knock knock 
WAAAH! Knock knock knock 
WAAAH! Knock knock knock 
WAAAH! And you sat behind 
the door waiting for your turn 
to come.” 

Finally, it came, and the 
Nogas and Emma Grace were 
face to face. 

“It was a wonderful experi- 
ence,” said Ms. Noga. “When 
we got her, she was healthy. 
She apparently had been well 
cared for. She must have 
received some love where she 
was.”

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Substitute public school teachers surface 
with complaints again after failed private meeting

After a failed behind-closed-doors meeting 
with the School Committee Tuesday, Jan. 7, 
representatives of Andover’s substitut 
teachers group said they will see the com 
mittee again soon ~ in the legal arena. 

“We just met with them and they came up 
with no solutions at all. They said they 
would study the matter further,” said Harry 
Durso, Andover Associate Teachers Organi 
zation president, moments after the private 
meeting ended. “Now we'll explore other 
legal possibilities.” 

The substitute teachers group has been 
involved with legal action against the sys- 
tem since 1995, charging the Andover 
schools with using “unfair labor practices.” 
Substitutes remain upset with Andover’s 
school leadership because it cut their pay 
two consecutive years and stopped paying 
for in-service training without holding nego- 
tiations. 

Oliver Goulet, vice-chairman of the sub- 
stitutes group, said that more than two years 
ago, substitutes lost $2.11 per day. 

“After two and a half years, this isn’t 
about $2.11 anymore. This is just a complete- 
ly immoral thing,” said Mr. Goulet. 

“[m very optimistic that we have a good 
case that can be pursued,” said Mr. Goulet. 

“One of the directions could be federal. 
There are three different directions we could 
be headed.” 


The substitutes’ two earlier efforts at legal 
action have been rebuffed by the state labor 
relations board because the substitutes 
group does not have legal standing to bring 
its case. Although the substitutes group has 
negotiated with the school department in the 
past, state officials say the group does not 
have standing because it is not certified with 
the state as a bargaining unit and is no 
longer recognized by its employer. 

To be recognized as official by the state, 
the substitutes would have to file a petition 
telling the state commission they want to be 
recognized. This could be one of the other 
legal options the substitutes are considering.

Tuesday’s private meeting 

Mr. Durso said he set up last 
Tuesday night’s meeting with 
the School Committee after talk- 
ing with Tina Girdwood, com- 
mittee chairwoman. He said he 
promised Ms. Girdwood he 
wouldn't talk to the press or pur- 
sue legal action for the 30 days 
before the meeting. 

“We established tonight as a 
deadline” for change in the 
school’s treatment of substi- 
tutes, said Mr. Durso after the 
meeting. “They did not come for- 
ward with any solutions. 

“Harry and I were talking 
informally. Normally he talks to 
the superintendent about wages 
and that sort of thing,” said Ms. 
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Oliver Gouilet 
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Girdwood. 

“This is a very difficult situa- 
tion, | think, for a School Com- 
mittee member, for me, because 
we are trying to listen to Harry 
and at the same time pose ques- 
tions to the administration,” she 
said. “You would hardly know 
we are talking about the same 
school system when you hear 
both sides of the story.” 

Ms. Girdwood said the super- 
intendent and his staff have told 
her they don’t believe the system 
has suffered significantly 
because of the decision to cut 
substitutes’ pay. 

“This was not done in a vacu- 
um. We were not trying to pun- 
ish substitutes,” said Ms. Gird-

wood of the cuts. “The administration 
doesn’t seem to feel that we have a problem 
with it. At this particular stage they’re not 
prepared to make any changes.” 

“It's being portrayed as though we don't 
care,” said Ms. Girdwood. “I have to respect 
(Mr. Durso’s) point of view, but I think 
there’s two sides here.” 

Mr. Durso’s point of view seems to be that 
Andover is losing its best substitutes. Mr. 
Durso and other substitutes have said many 
veteran substitutes no longer take jobs in 
Andover because of the treatment they've 
received. 

“T explained to the School Committee that 
the school system is not better off than it 
was last year because of their decisions,” 
said Mr. Durso. 

Mr. Durso said long-time substitutes have 
worked for years with low pay and without 
benefits “and now are su‘denly treated as 
castoffs at a time when we’re needed the 
most.” 

“The job demands in the school system 
are more demanding now than they’ve ever 
been due to behavior problems and situa- 
tions that are arising that really demand

Q & A with 
‘the cable guy’ 


By Don Staruk 

Andover is in the midst of renegoti- 
ating its contract with U. S. West/Con- 
tinental Cablevision. The Townsman 
this week asked Bob Carr, ombudsman 
for U.S. West/Continental Cablevision, 
Andover’s cable television service 
provider, about the status of cable ser- 
vice in Andover, what if any changes 
residents can expect to see in their ser- 
vice, and when changes are scheduled 
to occur. 


Q. Will you stay on? 

A. Mr. Carr, formerly general man- 
ager for the Andover system, is not 
sure what his title is under U.S. 
West/Continental, but is calling him- 
self an ombudsman and project manag- 
er for now. Whether he stays on 
“depends on what I would do.” 

“But it’s in everyone’s interest to 
establish some sort of continuity. Right 
now that’s going to be me.” 


Q. What changes if any have 
occurred, or will occur, as a result of 
the license transfers? 

A. Continental is taking advantage 
of the economies of scale and cluster- 
ing. They’ve developed a big customer 
call-service center in Chelmsford and 
moved all the Andover customer ser- 
vice people into it. The Andover cus- 
tomer service hours were Monday 
through Friday 8 a.m. to 7 p.m., and 
Saturday 8 to 5. Those hours have 
already been extended two hours, and 
the call center will eventually be 


Q. What is the status of Andover’s 
cable service? Who has the contract? 

A. Andover originally had a 15-year 
contract with Rollins Cablevision. That 
contract was sold to Heritage Cablevi- 
sion, and Heritage later sold out to TCI 
Cablevision. Last June, TCI swapped 
its cable systems here for systems Con- 
tinental Cablevision had in the St. 
Louis area. The swap was purely for 
economic advantages, to create service 
Clusters. More recently, U.S. West Inc., 
one of the “Baby Bells,” bought Conti- 
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Staffed 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week. 

Similar changes are being instituted 
with technicians. Soon, if you call on 
Saturday night you’ll have a good 
chance of getting a service call on Sun- 
day. 

U.S. West also brings capital to the 


table. To rebuild systems takes a lot of 


money and U. S. West, as a Baby Bell, 
has that kind of money.” 

This will allow rebuilding and 
investing in new technology, which 
will speed up a plan to allow cable sub- 
scribers to sign up for a separate Inter- 
net package through the cable compa- 
ny, a concern that has been expressed 
by residents here. “Your TV set or con- 
verter will essentially become a 
modem.” 


Q. When does the current contract 
expire, and what is the term for a new 
contract? 

A. The current 15-year contract 
expires in June this year, and the town 
has been actively re-negotiating a new 
10-year contract. Mary McLaughlin, an 
attorney for Continental, has been the 
chief negotiator with Jack Dempsey, 
Andover Cable Advisory Committee 


chairman, “since the beginning.” Mr. 
Carr is the number-two person in the 
negotiations for the cable provider. 
“We’re in good shape as far as complet- 
ing this by the expiration date this 
summer.” 


Q. What are some of the issues being 
negotiated? 

A. A lot of the issues revolve around 
local origination for public access - 
what the company is willing to do in 
terms of equipment and support for 
local programming.

No foul play suspected in Delphi Circl

A 49-year-old Delphi Circle 
resident found dead in his home 
last Thursday night, Jan. 9, 
apparently took his own life. 

Herbert Witten, 49, of 3 Delphi 
Circle, was found dead in the 
upstairs bathroom of his home 
by a relative at about 7:30 p.m. 
Cause of death was apparently 
self-inflicted knife wounds. A 
knife was found nearby, accord- 
ing to an Andover police report. 
An autopsy was performed Fri- 
day. 

“There was no apparent foul 
play. We're satisfied at this point 
that it was not a homicide,” said 
Stephen O’Connell, spokesman 
for the Essex County district 
attorney’s office.

O’Connell, but refused to elaborate on what 
was discussed. He did say the Essex County 
district attorney’s office is not pursuing any 
investigation regarding Mr. Witten. 

According to an Andover police official 
who did not want to be identified, Boston 
police did inquire about Mr. Witten’s charac- 
ter shortly after the June slaying, but when 
contacted several weeks later indicated they 
were not interested in him as a suspect in the 
case.

Mr. Witten was not a suspect in any case 
under investigation by that department, 
according to published reports.

“I can’t imagine that they would have any 
basis to want to search his home,” Mr. Vale- 
rio said.

Stone-Congress said it should be 
paid $106,000 for this work while the

Mr. Marsh said he hopes to have 
new contractors installing the sound- 
improving ceiling tiles, replacing the 
school’s old windows, and working on 
the outdoor track during this summer, 
after Stone-Congress has finished with 
the rooms near the front of the school.

New contractors

The School Building Committee has creat- 
ed a list of Andover High School construc- 
tion items that won’t be addressed until after 
Stone-Congress, the current contractor, is 
finished with its job. 

There are presently at least four signifi- 
cant items on the list, according to Mike 
McCormick, senior field representative for 
Mead Consulting. 

Officials plan to hire another contractor to 
do these jobs, and Jim Marsh, building com- 
mittee chairman, said new contractors could 
be working at Andover High this summer. 

If there isn’t enough contingency money 
left in the $28.9 million project to complete 
the four items when Stone-Congress leaves, 
Mr. Marsh said the committee will probably 
pay for the items by decreasing the amount 
of furniture or technology it purchases. 


Job layoff had 


Under this type of scenario, said Mr. 
Marsh, “It may mean that something else 
may not be attended to, and that could be 
technology and that could be furniture. It 
could be something else.” 

The four items another contractor will 
attend to once Stone-Congress has finished 
its work are: 

* Installing acoustic ceiling tiles to 
improve the sound in each classroom, which 
architects say should cost $70,000; 

* Reconstructing the outdoor track at an 
estimated cost of $268,500; 

* Replacing existing windows at a estimat- 
ed cost of $263,000; and 

¢ Removing a stairway in the center of the 
cafeteria. 

At least two of these projects won’t be 
done by Stone-Congress because the archi- 
tects believe Stone-Congress wants to be paid 


Significantly more than the 
items are worth. 

“The reason we would go to 
another contractor is, based on 
prior experience, the town would 
receive more competitive prices 
in these areas,” said Mr. Marsh. 
“My guess is you’re going to get a 
more favorable price dealing 
directly with a subcontractor.” 

As the project progresses, it 
seems possible additional items 
could also be done by a contrac-

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AVIS brings Alice Buck to school

Andover Village Improvement Society 
fter a century of acquiring and main- 
taining over 1,000 acres of woodlands, 
meadows and wetlands around 

Andover, AVIS is bringing its conservation 

message into the schools. 

Alice Buck was a late-19th century local 
conservationist and feminist. Her story of sav- 
ing Indian Ridge with the money raised from 
door-to-door contributions to meet the pur- 
chasing price is legendary. Town Meeting had 
voted down the proposal. In 1894, conserva- 
tionists inspired by her efforts saw the need 
for a formal conservation organization and so, 
AVIS was born. 

Last spring, using Miss Buck’s story, Jane 
Gossard and Diane Grieco, AVIS trustees, and 
Susan Lenoe, a local actress who has por- 
trayed Alice Buck, brought this tale into a 
South School fourth-grade classroom. 

Using original material from Miss Buck’s 
life, Ms. Lenoe, in 19th-century costume, told 
the story at the children’s level. The class held 
a town meeting modeled after the meeting 
held 100 years ago. The children, who strongly 
voted for the purchase, were shocked to find 
the town had turned down the proposal. 

A week later, the children joined Alice 
Buck at Indian Ridge, where another series of 
events were patterned after Miss Buck’s many 
trips with children more than a century ago. 
An article published in the Townsman (June 
13, 1996) described the project in detail; the 
project proved so effective that the decision 
was made to expand the program into the ele- 
mentary schools this year. This fall Sanborn 
and St. Augustine schools have benefitted 
from the project, to be followed by Bancroft 
and Shawsheen schools in the spring. The 
leaders have now applied for a grant, which if 
funded would enable the program to continue 
next year. 

Alice Buck wrote that she hoped “to share 
with the children of the Andover schools my 
abounding satisfaction with the message of 
oak and pine, of myrtle bank and trailing 
vine.” According to the letters of appreciation 
from teachers, PTO members and children, 
Miss Buck’s hopes are being fulfilled a centu- 
ry later. 

The children’s letters to AVIS leaders and 
Ms. Lenoe are especially complimentary. 
They seemed to like the classroom town meet- 
ing best and walking on the eskers and learn- 
ing the part glaciers had in forming these 
ridges. Ms. Buck made the experience alive 
for those fourth- and fifth-grade children. 

The glorious autumn season has come and 
gone and today, the last day of 1996 (as this is 
being written), the ground and trees are white 
with long-awaited (for some of us) snow. Pine 
trees, with their tiny mounds of snow decorat- 
ing each needle, make the woods resemble a 
magic forest of Christmas trees. 


Susan Lenoe, a er actress and mies 
teller who has portrayed local conserva- 
tionist Alice Buck, brought her story 
into a South School fourth-grade class- 
room recently.

In 1992, her cancer metastasized to her 
liver, and in October of 1996, it metastasized 
to her thyroid. Ms. Gabler, who like Susan 
Bailis has ongoing treatment and will for the 
rest of her life, will speak on “Continuing 
with the struggle.” Ms. Gabler’s the one who

Wallack is a seventh-grade teacher of lan- 
guage arts. She got into weight-lifting after 
her mastectomy in 1994.

Dianna Matherly, 33, discovered her first 
breast lump when she was 21 years old. She’s 
the one in the book who’s photographed 
without her shirt on. When she decided at 
her second diagnosis of breast cancer that 
she’d have a double mastectomy, she asked 
doctors for photos of women who'd had that 
surgery. They said that wouldn’t be a good 
idea. Ms. Matherly says that should be up to 
the woman who’s having the surgery. Ms. 
Matherly, who’s an artist and model, goes to 
college campuses to speak and tell young peo- 
ple that they, too, can get breast cancer. She 
decided not to have reconstructive surgery 
and she talks about women choosing for 
themselves. She will speak about “Young 
women get breast cancer, too.” She also will 
talk about why she chose not to have recon- 
structive surgery. 

Joan Feinberg Berns, 48, will talk about 
“dealing with children during diagnosis and 
treatment.” Her son, Andrew, was 12 when 
she was diagnosed, and in her story, she 
talks about when she and her husband decid- 
ed to tell the children. Andrew’s quotes are 
included in her story. “There were some 
days she’d be standing up in the kitchen and 
I'd be surprised,” Andrew, now 16, said. 
“She'd say, ‘I’m fine today.’ My life had gone 
from a normal 12-year-old’s to somewhat of a 
nightmare. I was beginning to wonder if the 
mother that I knew and loved would ever be 
herself again. More seriously, I began to 
think of how my life would be if she died.”

Selectmen recently appointed sever- 
al members to an Open Space & Out- 
door Recreaton Plan Committee.

Space and recreation plan, which is 
required by the state to apply for state 
money for open space acquisition.

Offices, off Chestnut Court, for the new 
Senior Center site. That land is cur- 
rently under the control of the school 
department, and has been discussed 
before as a potential site for a new cen- 
ter. 

But Mr. Salafia said a second Site 
that may be donated to seniors would 
be the preferred location, even over the 
Chestnut Court site. He would not say a 
whole lot more about the mystery loca- 
tion other than it is not right in the 
downtown and that it would be near a 
variety of services and conveniences. 

Mr. Salafia said seniors were very 
close to spending $300,000 for a site in 
West Andover this past fall, but that 
deal fell through at the last moment. He 
is now glad that opportunity went by 
the wayside, Mr. Salafia said, because 
the site that may be donated is much 
better. 

“I firmly believe that within six 
months we will have land” and $1.2 


million for construction, Mr. Salafia 
said. 

The appropriation of the $500,000 at 
Town Meeting for a new Senior Center 
is crucial, according to Mr. Salafia, 
whether or not the land is obtained for 
free. 

The state has money available for 
such projects, but the town has to have 
$600,000 of its own before it can qualify 
for the matching funds. The $500,000 
from Town Meeting and $100,000 
already donated to the seniors by the 
Andover Home for the Aged would 
allow the town to apply for those funds. 

Seniors hope to raise a total of $3 
million for construction of the new cen- 
ter. 

“The $1.2 million will go a long way 
to launch our fund-raising campaign,” 
Mr. Salafia said.

$15 fine for leaving 
car unattended 


Selectmen last month approved a 
change to the town’s traffic regulations 
making it a violation punishable by a 
$15 fine to leave a car unattended in a 
public way. 

Leaving a car unattended is already 
a violation of Mass General Law, but 
David Cantone, Andover’s traffic 
supervisor, because he is not a police 
officer, cannot issue a ticket for state 
law violations. Once the local regula- 
tion is approved by the attorney gener- 
al, Mr. Cantone will be able to write 
tickets for violations. 

The idea is to target motorists who 
leave cars running or park illegally 
while they run into stores or make oth- 
er stops, often disrupting the flow of 
traffic in the downtown.

Council’s vision 

Martin Epstein, chairman of the 
Council on Aging, talked about the 
plans for a new senior facility during a 
discussion with selectmen last week 
about the Council’s vision and mission. 
He referred to the new center as a 
“state-of-the-art senior community life 
center.” 

“Seniors need to have a place where 
they can go for recreation, learning 
and support. They need a place where 
they can associate with other seniors 
that is also a doorway to the communi- 
ty,” Mr. Epstein wrote in a letter he 
read to the board. “Seniors should not 
be isolated, detached, marooned or 
abandoned with little hope. They have 
valuable experiences and talents to 
share and to use: they are an important 


resource to Andover; and they need to 
have important things to do. 

“A Senior Center should be more 
than a ‘hang-out’ for seniors. It is part 
of the community and as such it cannot 
stand in isolation. It is a senior commu- 
nity life center, a place not only for 
seniors to interact with seniors, but 
also a place for seniors to interact with 
the community and for the community 
to interact with them,” Mr. Epstein 
wrote. 


While Mr. Epstein’s comments invit- 
ed other community groups and citi- 
zens to make plans to use the proposed 
new Senior Center’s facilities, he made

contracts with the School Committee until 
the end of their last agreement, for the 1993 
to 1994 school year. After that contract 
expired, a promised meeting with a School 
Committee member never happened and 
substitutes worked under the old contract, 
said Mr. Durso. Then, before the 1995-1996 
school-year a pay cut was instituted without 
negotiation. 

Because of budgetary problems, substi- 
tutes’ daily pay was cut another $10 before 
this school year, saving the schools $35,000. 
New substitutes are now paid $50 per day or 
$55 per day if they have worked 60 days. 

“It’s difficult when you have budgets and 
constraints, but decisions are made and pri- 
orities are set,” said Ms. Girdwood. “People 
are involved. Every time you make a deci- 
sion, you affect people.” 

Mr. Goulet, the substitute group’s vice- 
chairman, said he believes if the school 
department has to cut pay, it should trim pay 
across the system. 

“If a family has six kids,” he said, “you 
don’t tell the sixth kid, ‘You get no clothes 
and food.’ You split (what you have).”

in the mid-1950s, Ms. Piercy’s new 
Painting portrays her image of 
Andover’s center in 1996. 

-“She wanted it to be a gift to the peo- 
ple of Andover,” says Tom Edmonds, 
Andover Historical Society’s curator 
and the man who asked Ms. Piercy 
about painting a new mural. 

Mr. Edmonds says people come into 
the Historical Society regularly to see 
how Ms. Piercy is doing. 

“She’s coming into the Historical 
Society (to finish the mural) a couple of 
hours per day. It’s fun. We have an 
artist-in-residence now,” says Mr. 
Edmonds. “I’m a little reluctant for her 
to finish because it’s nice to have the 
traffic.” 

Traffic notwithstanding, Ms. Piercy 
Says she hopes to finish the 12-foot 
mural by the end of the month. After 
carefully stroking five coats of paint 
onto most sections of the canvas, Ms. 
Piercy only needs to add a few more 
people to her 1996 Main Street scene 
and she will be done. 

Ms. Piercy says she’s acquainted 
with some of the people in her painting 
solely through pictures she has of them 
walking or biking or in-line skating 
down Main Street. But she does person- 
ally know many of those she’s frozen to 
the canvas with her brush. 

“That’s (George) ‘Baron’ Connors,” 
says Ms. Piercy, pointing to one of the 
people in her scene. 

“This girl here, in the red jacket, her 
father was head of the American 
Legion,” she says of another. 

Thinking back, Ms. Piercy says the 
most commonly asked question about 


her 1957 mural was, “Who’s the cop?” 
She already knows which man-in-blue 
she'll paint into the current mural. It 
will be Patrolman Joe Ouellette. 

Among the other locals are people 
such as Peg Hughes, Bernice Haggerty 
and Ben Sayles, who sits on a bench in 
front of Old Town Hall. Ms. Piercy has 
also included two of her great-grand- 
children, Matthew and Anthony 
Paollilo. 

Besides showing all these people, the 
painting gives several significant nods 
to Andover’s past. 

Although Andover’s relatively new 
Elm Green is pictured, Ms. Piercy 
painted a town truck filled with the 
sign, bench and cornerstone from the 
old Elm Park that shaded residents at 
the intersection of Main, Elm and High 
streets. 

She also painted a “Krinsky and 
Son” junkyard truck turning onto Main 
Street as a tribute to her “dear and 
good friend,” Morris Krinsky, the col- 
orful junkman who died last year. 

“Morris, he would come down and 
swim every day at Pomps Pond,” back 
when Ms. Piercy worked there during 
the 1960s, she says. “It was a nice 
place.” 

Surprisingly, Ms. Piercy’s new 
painting itself has already become a 
somewhat historic place, because four 
Main Street businesses that existed 
when Ms. Piercy began her work have 
already been replaced by new business- 
es. 

Ms. Piercy says she’s seen Andover 
change a lot during her life and she 
believes not all of the changes were for 
the better. But she says of hersel, “I 
look for the good in people.” 

“I don’t want too much out of life,” 
says Ms. Piercy. “I like to be with peo- 
ple. It leaves me with a good feeling and 
I hope I leave them with a good feel-

Mr. Edmonds indicates Ms. Piercy’s 
“home-style” painting is likely to do 
just that. 

“As in most folk or naive art style, 
she has an ability to reveal her heart,” 
he says. 

Ms. Piercy “squeezed” the perspec- 
tive in her painting so she could fit 
more of the downtown onto the canvas, 
she says. She also made the sidewalk as 
large as Main Street itself. 


“The sidewalk is escalated because I 
wanted it to be that that’s where every- 
body walks and talks,” she says. “T’ll 
have a bicycle episode and roller- 
bladers.

the system, and once we rebuild the 
system, the number of channels will go 


up, probably to about 70.” 


Q. When does that start and what 
will it involve? 

A. The upgrade will start by June 
and will be completed by the end of this 
year. The current system “was state-of- 
the-art 15 years ago.” The one that is 
going to be built will essentially be an 
all new system. A lot of the cable will 
be new, and all the amplifiers and hard- 
ware will be replaced, either on poles 
or in underground vaults. There 
should be no changes to individual ser- 
vice lines, and the upgrade should not 
require going into homes. Residents 
will be notified when they can expect 
disruptions in their neighborhood. The 
interruptions should be for anywhere 
from a few minutes to an hour, with a 
few exceptions. The type of materials 
used affects what is going to be possible 
with the new system. The town would 
like the “Rolls Royce” of systems, but 
there are costs involved, and that is 
also a subject of the negotiations. The 
upgrade will increase reliability and 
general service. But increased channel 
capacity is the big thing. 


Q. What channels will be added? 

A. “How quickly we will add chan- 
nels or groups of channels has not yet 
been determined. You add a channel 
(and) you increase both your costs and 
your rates.” Marketing data and other 
factors will determine what channels 
to add. New channels will cost money, 
and those costs will be passed on to the 
customer. 


Q. What channels are on the short 
list? 

A. The History Channel and the 
Comedy Channel. “Those are channels 
that we get requests for. The channel 
we got more requests for than any oth- 
er channel was ESPN2, which we 
already added.” 


Q. Are you able to measure the 
usage of channels? 

A. “No. We are not a rating service. 
We conduct customer satisfaction sur- 
veys,” but we don’t hire companies to 
run ratings. There is no way to track 
what people are watching and if there 
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Bob Carr, ombudsman for U.S. West/Continental Cablevision, 
Andover’s cable television service provider, at the firm’s office site at 


191 Chandler Road. 
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was, it would probably be illegal to do 
SO. 


Q. Who decides what channels will 
offered? 

A. The first factor is regulatory law. 
The service has to provide “must car- 
ry” channels, which include local 
broadcast stations such as 2, 4, 5, 7, 9, 
25, 27, 50 and others. There are also con- 
tractual obligations. For instance 
before Fox was a “must carry” it had 
highly sought after programming, and 
to get it, providers also had to agree to 
take FX. Then the company has to 
make business decisions looking at the 
costs of other channels, such as the His- 
tory Channel, CNN, USA Network, 
MTV And ESPN. “We have to pay for 
those. We pay more for some than for 
others.” 

Right now there is basic and expand- 
ed basic available in town. If channels 
are added to either of those, costs 
would have to go up. The other option 
is to bundle two or three together and 
offer them as a separate package. Pro- 
gramming is not part of the contract 
negotiations. 


Q. How can people add input to the 
choice of channels? 

A. Go to one of the monthly Cable 
Advisory Committee meetings and tell 
CAC members what they want. Or call 
or write to the company. The Learning 


Channel was in great demand a couple 
of years ago and, even though there 
were no more channels available, by 
orchestrating a time-share arrange- 
ment with programming on other 
channels, room was made for it. The 
highest-rated cable shows are sports 
and movies. “Our goal is to provide 
something for everyone.” 


Q. What if people are not satisfied 
with their picture or equipment? 

A. Call customer service. In most 
cases, problems can be resolved over 
the phone. “If it’s a serious problem, 
we'll move a truck within 24 hours to 
solve a problem.” 


Q. What are the rates now? 

A. Basic is $10.66 a month. Expanded 
basic is $12.04. Installation is $39.81, 
unless special work is required. That 
fee is based on $26.54 an hour times an 
hour and a half. 


Q. The town filed an appeal with the 
state regarding a rate hike that 
occurred in the fall of 1995. What is the 
status of that appeal? 

A. The state regulatory agency 
recently determined that there was an 
overcharge - from Sept. 30, 1995, to May 
31, 1996. A one-time refund credit of 
$3.51 will be issued to each subscriber, 
and a letter to that effect has been put 
in the mail to the town. 


Q. Were there any rate changes 
since then? 

A. The new rate went into effect 
June 1, 1996. That has also been 
appealed. 


Q. Will rates change as a result of 
the license transfers, or the new con- 
tract? 

A. Not due to the license transfers. 
Again, the upgrade will result in a dif- 
ferent fee structure, depending on the 
change in channels. 


Q. Why does Andover have convert- 
ers in the house when technology is 
available that does not require the 
black boxes? 

A. “It is a different technology. It is 
not old technology. It’s probably the lat- 
est technology in scrambling.” The 
lowest level of service in Andover is 
the broadcast stations and the local 
programming channel. No converter is 
needed for that. With the second level 
of service, basic, or expanded basic 
with premium channels, the signals for 
those channels are scrambled, and you 
need the converter to unscramble 
them. With this system, if you have the 
basic or expanded basic, and you want 
to try NESN, that can be done in about 
15 minutes for a charge of $2 by calling 
customer service. 

In other systems, their means of 
securing the system is a trap on the 
pole. That is not an “addressable sys- 
tem.” If you decide you want NESN for 
the weekend with that system a truck 
needs to come out to your house - for a 
charge of about $15 - and remove the 
block. That could take three days or 
longer. 


Q. Why is cable a better option than 
a Satellite dish? 

A. One of the things dishes don’t 
provide is broadcast television sta- 
tions. In Andover, you’d need a dish 
and an antenna to receive broadcast 
stations. “Cable TV also has the chan- 
nel of local programming. We think 
that that differentiates us a little bit.”

Mr. Valerio said his own investiga- 
tion into Mr. Witten’s involvement 
with the nanny led him to believe he 
“had nothing to do with (her death) 
whatsoever.” 

“He was very upset that he hadn’t 
been able to do anything to prevent her 
death,” having been so close, Mr. Vale- 
rio said. Mr. Witten felt that perhaps 
he could have done something to pre- 


vent it, he said. “He felt great empathy. 
He was an empathetic fellow for a lot of 
people. That seemed to be in his 
nature.” 

A relative of Mr. Witten told the 
Townsman this week that part of the 
reason Mr. Witten took his own life 
was because the press would not leave 
him alone after his name was connect- 
ed to the death of the nanny. 

Mr. Witten had been living with his 
elderly parents in Newton before mov- 


ing to the Delphi Circle house, which is 
owned by his sister, Marianne Buch- 
holz. He was living there alone. A pri- 
vate funeral for Mr. Witten was held 
Sunday. 


Mr. Witten’s dog, Pyr, a large white 
Great Pyrenees, was being housed at 
Andover Animal Hospital this week, 
and will be cared for by Mr. Witten’s 
relatives, according to animal hospital 
officials. Residents who frequent down- 


town Andover might remember seeing 
Pyr tied up outside the Coffee Connec- 
tion on Main Street where Mr. Witten 
was a regular visitor prior to the inci- 
dent in Boston last summer.

talking about our kids and their needs. 
Those people want to stop talking and 
start doing some things. 

Most of all, as a community, I think 
it’s our job to nurture and love our 
children. Sometimes that’s hard to do, 
so it’s up to all of us to support all of 
our children.

They’re not 
so sure the adults in this community 
value them. They’re not so sure we 
hear them.

we fear that the proposed framework 
will disrupt the course offerings in 
many school systems for the sake of 
testing guidelines rather than cultivat- 
ing academically-sound Strategies.

topics mandated to be “covered” are set 
forth with lockstep specificity. The pro- 
posed test-driven framework will 
penalize teachers and students who 
attempt to creatively delve into issues: 
the cost in class time would make it 
impossible to mention the regimented 
sub-topics that would later appear on a 
statewide exam. The proposal disre- 
gards the capacities of professional 
teachers to make decisions for their 
students based on their understanding 
of school and community needs. 

Our department believes that a solid 
social studies curriculum is based 
upon the precept that students will be 
able to function in a democratic soci- 
ety. Ironically, a small group of individ- 
uals has negated the democratic pro- 
cess by supplanting the original frame- 
work committee’s recommendations 
and replacing them with their own. We 
hope that the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Education will consider the 
concerns and competencies of this fac- 
ulty, the Massachusetts Council for the 
Social Studies, and the National Coun- 
cil for the Social Studies. We hope that 
our state’s tradition of local autonomy 
and promotion of diverse pedagogical 
aims will continue into the next centu- 
ry.

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Substitute 
teachers 
deserve 
more respect 


We'd like to see Andover’s public 
school substitute teachers treated 
with more respect. 

It can’t be easy to receive a phone 
call at 10 p.m. “Can you come in and 
teach 11th grade science tomorrow? 
Mr. Smith is sick, and he’s doing a 
unit on... (Fill in the blank.) Can you 
teach it?” 

If the school system wants a teen- 
sitter who only keeps order in the 
class, then fine, pay the substitute $8 
an hour. But if the school system 
hopes that the class will continue to 
grow and learn while the teacher is 
out, then we’d better pay to make 
sure that’s the case. 

There have been promises “to 
stuay the matter further,” and to talk 
with the substitute teachers, but 
what we’ve seen is an important 
group whose pay has dropped with- 
out a lot of input from the substitutes 
themselves. 

That’s no way to treat anyone. 

We understand that the state labor 
relations board has declined to take 
legal action in the Andover substi- 
tutes’ case because the group doesn’t 
have legal standing to bring its case. 
The: group is not certified as a bar- 
gaining unit and is no longer recog- 
nized by its employer. 

Sounds like a bunch of hooie used 
as an excuse to “save” the schools 
$35,000. 

The substitute teachers, led by 
Harry Durso and Oliver Goulet, warn 
that the Andover schools will be 
without experienced substitutes at 
this rate. Sure, someone will always 
be available to be a substitute. But 
the good substitute teachers, those | 
with experience, won’t be the ones 
who will show up. And that will be | 
our students’ loss. | 

As Mr. Goulet said, “After two and | 
a half years, this isn’t about $2.11 | 
anymore.

Community's role in shaping our youth

About 12 years ago, when my son 
was 12, I came home from work 
about 9 one night. I had taken a job at 
a newspaper a little sooner than I’d 
wanted to be at work so full-time, but 
I was worried if I didn’t take it, the 
opportunity wouldn’t come up again 
for a while. I was worried about my 
son, who was still a little young for 
me to have such a ferocious job. 

That night I walked in the front 
door and went to the stairs and 
yelled, 

“’m home Read.” 

No answer 

“Read, I’m home.” 

Still no answer. 

“Read...” 

Finally, he came to the top of the 


stairs and looked at me, and with his 
best poker face said, “You’re not my 
mother. I saw my mother three days 
ago, and_ she, ™ 

didn’t look like 
you.” 

I’m telling you 
this story 
because I like it. 
I think it’s fun- 
ny. And I’m 
telling you this 
story because its 
message is we 
need to listen to 
our children. 

The charge 
the League of Women Voters has giv- 
en this panel is to talk about the role 
of the community in shaping the 
youth of Andover and North 
Andover. Because those on the panel 
are representing Andover, and since 
there is no representative from 
North Andover, with apologies to 
those of you from North Andover, I 
will talk tonight about Andover’s 
youth. 

First, | wonder if any of you know 
how many youth live in Andover. 
Let’s define “youth” as someone 18 or 
younger. It turns out that’s not an 
easy question to answer. The town 
clerk’s office tells us it’s “illegal” to 
divulge any information about our 
youth, including the number who

live here. The school department 
only knows how many kids we have 
in the schools — 5,457 as of Jan. 2. 
Who knows how many children we 
have ages 4 and under. 

So there are a lot of youth in 
Andover. What do we need to do to 
shape their future? Back in 1993, the 
Townsman ran a Series about 
Andover’s teens. We convened a pan- 
el of varied teens and we asked them, 
“What’s it like for you, living in 
Andover?” 

We'd heard a lot of complaining: 

¢ There’s nothing to do. 

¢ We can’t gather together without 
the police or someone getting bent 
out of shape. 

¢ We’re low On Andover’s adults’ 
priority lists. 

We then gathered a panel of adult 
movers and shakers from town and 
asked them what they thought we 
could do for the kids. 

We did get some things accom- 
plished. We formed the Youth Coun- 
cil, which is still functioning and has 
come through with some excellent 
programs. We hired Bill Fahey, 
Youth Services director, and we 
thought we made a commitment to 
build a youth center. 

The youth center has fallen by the 
wayside, and there are many in the 
community who say they’re tired of

Daher’s Shoes will move its adult 
shoe store in Olde Andover Village into 
the former Thompson’s Office Products 
Space at 45 Main St., probably by 
March or April.

Michael Ecker, of Andover Bank, 
said Daher’s has agreed to a multi-year 
lease for the entire 5,200 square foot 
space, which includes the street level 
and the downstairs. Daher’s is negoti-

ment on the use of the space, he said. 

“They will be doing some major ren- 
ovations before they move in,” Mr.

The Andover High women’s basketball, 
gymnastics and indoor track teams remained 
undefeated after posting victories in recent 
action. 


WOMEN’S GYMNASTICS 


Picking up right where it left off last season, 
the Andover High women’s gymnastics team 
stretched its three-year dual meet win streak to 
19 straight with a trio of lopsided victories over 
Masconomet Regional, Billerica and Chelms- 
ford. 

The two-time defending Merrimack Valley 
Conference champions ripped league newcom- 
er Masco, 135.60 to 122.70, came back with a sol- 
id 134.90 to 121.80 triumph over Billerica, and 
overpowered previously-undefeated Chelms- 
ford, 136.65 to 127.80, at the Dunn Gym.

“We'll definitely miss 
her, especially on bars, although I believe we 
have the depth to compensate for the loss.

Adults aren't the only ones who 
Should follow dietary guidelines. 
Researchers at Beech-Nut Nutrition 
Corporation have developed the fol- 
lowing Dietary Guidelines for Babies, 
based on recommendations from the 
American Academy of Pediatrics and 
the U.S. Surgeon General. 

1. Breast-feed your baby, or feed 
iron-fortified formula if you are 
not exclusively breast feeding.

Breast milk and properly diluted 
infant formula provide enough water if 
your baby is not yet eating solid foods. 

Ask your baby’s health care advisor 
before giving any extra water. Do not 
give water if your baby has diarrhea or 
vomiting. 

Once your baby starts eating solid 
foods, you can use water to prepare 
infant cereal or to dilute juice for initial 
feedings.

Learning to eat solid foods is a major 
milestone in your baby’s development. 
Starting too early, before your baby is 
old enough to be able to swallow 
pureed foods, can frustrate 
both you and your baby. 
Starting too late can make 
it more difficult to teach } 
your baby to eat solids. Ask 
your baby’s health care 
provider about the proper 
Starting time for 
your baby. 


4. Introduce s 
your baby grad- 
ually to a wide 
variety of grains 
(cereals), vegeta-

Baby foods are designed to help you 
teach your baby the tastes, textures 
and colors of the wide variety of foods 
your family eats.

solid food fed. 

Teach your baby to enjoy the true 
taste of vegetables, fruits, grains (cere- 
als) and meats by choosing “whole” 
foods that have no added sugar or 
other sweeteners and no added salt.

Babies need fat for nor- 
mal growth, so avoid “low-fat” foods 
like skim milk, low-fat milk or low-fat 
yogurt. Babies have small stomachs, so 
avoid high fiber foods, like foods rich 
in bran, that can fill your baby up but 
do not provide needed calories. 

6. Do not add sugar to your baby’s 
food, and choose baby foods with 
no added sugar or other refined 
Sweeteners. Always read the ingre- 
dients list on food labels. 

Sugar supplies “empty calories.” 


Empty calories provide none of the 
protein, vitamins, minerals and other 
essential nutrients which “whole 
foods” can provide 


Also, the extra sweetness of added 
sugars Can encourage your baby to 
develop a taste for sweetened foods 
and to eat more of them than he or she 
really needs, and to be less willing to 
eat “natural” foods like vegetables and 
fruits that aren't overly sweet. Avoid 
foods with added sugar - it is an unnec- 
essary additive. 


7. Do not add salt to your baby’s 
food, and choose baby foods with 
no added salt. Again, check the 
ingredients list on food labels. 

Breast milk, infant formula and the 
other foods you feed your baby contain 
all the natural sodium your baby needs. 
There is no need to add more sodium 
or any salt to your baby’s diet. Whether 
you purchase commercial baby foods 
or prepare foods for your baby at home 
yourself, avoid added salt.

Breakfast is vital for children 


Nutrition experts are spotlighting 
breakfast as the easiest first step 
toward improving the dict of 
America’s school children 

“That early morning meal is a win 
dow of opportunity for parents who 
want to nurture their child’s develop- 
ment,” said Doris Derelian, immediate 
past’ president of The American 
Dietetic Association and co-chair of the 
group’s new Child Nutrition and 
Health Campaign.

It jump-starts the brain, and 
opens the way to better performance 
in school.

After eight to 10 hours without food, 
the body is essentially a cold furnace, 
waiting to be stoked. Children are 
especially sensitive to the impact of 
the night fast because of their smaller 
physical systems. 

“Hungry children just can’t do their 
best work in school,” Ms. Derelian 
said. “They're easily distracted and 
become fidgety, irritable and tired.” In 
fact, research shows a significant cor- 
relation between eating in the morn- 
ing and test results, recall memory and 
verbal skills. 

Added benefits 

In addition to enhancing children’s 
efforts in school, breakfast can be a 
factor in weight management and dis- 
case prevention.

tern, which is key to weight control 
throughout life. “Set mealtimes help 
regulate appetite and = discourage 
snacking and overeating,” said Ms. 
Derelian.

Typical breakfast foods like cereal, 
fruit, juice, dairy products and bread 
are good sources of low-fat calories, 
carbohydrates and protein. By con- 
trast, breakfast skippers have a harder 
time abiding by the recommendations 
of the Food Guide Pyramid. 

Ms. Derelian points out that chil- 
dren who get adequate nutrients from 
foods are also less likely to develop 
chronic diseases in adulthood.

At highway speeds, pick 
out a fixed object in the horizon and count 
the seconds until you reach it.
